COMilirrEE OF SDPPLT. 

Mr, Smith read a letter from one of his 

constituents to show how noccisarT -was 
the oiponilituro of ^■-!,o;l,) in eon.-itructing 
a road from the lieailof Oliiuuif^aa to tSpil- 
limacheen. With rcniK-ct to the nssei-tion 
of the hon. I'roinier that (hmi. I'alinor 
drove a wagon through from Oregon, Mr. 
Smith, amidst a good deal of merriment, 
said the wagon was taken to jjicces and 
rafted across tho lakes, and one of tho 
rafts upset and the pieces lost. 

Mr. Mira, as oliiiniiiii of W.iya and 
Means, said ho been debarred from speak- 
ing as to tho w.iiits of Lytton District, 
nfhioh had not received as much as it ex- 
pected, or as much as it required. lie 
felt a delicacy in speaking on this subject; 
but having lived in that section he felt he 
would be doing wrong in not slating 
what he knew of tho r.Hiuii-iMncntH of the 
District. He thou prDd'cdcd to revioiT in 
detail the diH'eront appropriations, and 
asserted that 1,(100.(1(10 U.s. of freight went 
to Savona's Ferry last season. The appro- 
priations wore too small. His firm and 
other merchants, as well as farmer.s in the 
vicinity of tho road, had to pay from a 
to a I'i cent per Hj. additional for such 
freight as they sent over the ro.id. He 
earnestly prcssiMl uixui the Govornment 
the netessity of bringing down additional 
sums for satisfjnlng the retjuiremeuts of 
th.at imjjortant District, 

Hon. Mr. DeCosmos said that there was 
,S7,000 down for Yule Di.sti'ict roads, 
bridges, and, in (Jthnr re<;).^cts, S15,200. 
Ho considered it a very handsome sum. 
Ho feared it was not in the power of the 
■ Government to bring down iSupplemen- 
tary Estimates unless the hon. members 
would submit to additional taxation. 

Mr. Rol)S( n coiuplaiued of tho manner 
in which his ilisii-ii't had been treated. It 
was tho second maiitinic town in the Pro 
■^inoe, and p, till .S 1.0 lO ill riKi l tax: yet it 
Jad only c<l, (1(11) voted for it. Last year 
it had pretty fair treatment; but this year 
■carcely anything was to be done for it. 
Of course if money was to bo arjuandered 
in tho creation of new portfolios, there 
could b(^ little ())■ notliiuL- ilone for tho im- 
provement of II KM '(J II lit ry.T Ills course would 
not be eiidnri'il l)y the people <if his Dis- 
trict, and he entered his pnitest against 
such an outrage being committed. Ho 
considered it almost useless to p.-otost, be- 
cause the Government wore using the 
revenue in sf ri'ii;j;tlicriiiig ihoir position 
by additions to the J^\i;cutivo and the 
thiiighad coino to this, that the countrywas 
about to be governed in the interest of six 
Ministers. One individual constable was 
left in c|)^ge of that largo district, while 
tho QoTornm^nt was engaged in building 
uj) a bloatod Cabinet of Ministers. It was 
time that tiie people of this Province woke 
uj) to a kiiowlc-ilge of tho brink of the 
abyss on which tli(;y stood. But tho day 
would voiHo when the hon. members on 
the Treasury Benches would learn that 
there was such a tiling as public opinion 
in this coiiiiti v. 

Mr. Manr^^iiu drew attention to tha 
Spillemaclu!e:i road. 

Hon. !Mr. IViaven eontondod that the 
money apprc)prialt>(l for Naiiaimo District 
was a fair tlislribution of tiio money, and 
ho had told the lioii. geiithnnan that the 
Govornment would bo glad of his a.ssist- 
anoe in expending the money. Ho cloim- 
ed tha^therO was a direct saving by tho 
creation of tho l''oiirtJi Portfolio. [Laugh- 
tor. J 

/'Mr. IIumphr(\ys said that tlio gentle- 
men on the Treasury J?eni!lies wore tlio 
servants of the House and not tho House 
theirs. Tho Ministers almost said by 
thoir action that no members had a right 
to differ with thom. He warmly support- 
ed tho remarks of tho hon. member for 
Nanaimo.

Ooxincil to fix tho indemnity of tho Speak- 
er from time to time. Ho considered the 
power thus given tho Govermont a screw 
upon the Speaker which Vsome jOoveirnr.', 
ments would not bo slow lo use. Ho mov- 
ed that tho bill bo ro-committod in order 
that the Speaker's salary may bo iixed. 

Mr. Hum]ihreys had been unable to 
find a precedent for this clause in the laws 
of any other Province. It wouhl be bet- 
ter to have no Siieaker than to have him 
the scapegoat of the Government. 

Hon. Mr. "Walkem agreed with tlio re- 
marks of tho hou. gentlemen; and said 
that if it woro tho wish of tlio House, tho 
Govornment would bring down a Bill fix- 
ing the salary. The promise was accepted 
by Mr. Bobson, Avho withdrew his mo- 
tion. 

The report was adopted. 

I'linrjIO WOIIKS DIIjI/. 

On motion of Mr. McCroiglit this bill 
was recommitted for thopurjioso of amend- 
ing Clause 1, which, having Ijoen done, 
tho bill was rojiorted complete. 

CONSTITUTION AMEN'D.MliNJ llIIjL. 

This bill came up for second reading. 
Mr. DoCosmos said tho measure had 
met with a degree of opposition with 
which ho was much astonished. Tho re- 
marks of Mr. Bobson, were only abuse; 
and if he had boon taken into tho Minis- 
try he would have boon as loud in the 
suiiport of the bill ns ho is now in o])i)o- 
sition. The remarks of tlio lion, momber 
for Victoria city (Mr. McCreight) woro 
based on a mistake, lie (Mr. DeCosmos) 
cited a precodoiit in tho case of Prince 
Edward's Island which has au Executive 
Council of nine and 30 members of the 
Legislative Assembly. Newfoundland 
had the same numb(U' and 10 iiieinbers in 
tho Houso. What was ])roposed here wore 
six members to a Houso of 25. We real- 
ly require a stronger Executive than if we 
had an Upper House. Three of tho pre- 
sent Ministers were drawn from the In- 
land, two from the Mainland. It was 
quite reasonable to expect the Mainland 
CO complain, as tho Island would do if it 
iitood in the same position. Tho Con.sti- 
tntion .\inendiuent .Vet proposed to cure 
this evil. The Govornment was prepared 
to stand or fall by this measure. 

Mr. Eobertson— Does the Govornment 
intend to resign if this measure is defeat- 
ed ? 

Hon. Mr. DeCosmos — I have .■stated that 
the Government will stand or fall by this

Mr. lioliertaon considered it most un- 
fair for the Government to hold out this 
threat. He was a supporter of tho Gov- 
ernment, but he was also opjjosed to tbi^ 
bill, There was therefore no alternative 
left him, but to retire and not vote for tbe 
bill. 

Hon. Mr. DeCosmos said tho Govorn- 
ment had hold out no threat. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem said that the Govern- 
ment held out no threat; but the hon. 
gentleman know what Constitutional Gov- 
ernment was and tho only course open to 
the Government would be rosignation. 

Mr. Kobortson said that ho wa.s a su])- 
porter of the Government and did not 
wish to defeat them now, because he was 
not in favor of continual changes of Gov- 
ernment; but he could not vote for the 
bill, as it was a most pernicious one. 

Mr. Smithe took strong grounds against 
the bill, and thought that every momber 
of tho Houso ought to vote upon it, one 
way or tho other. Ho wislietl the j^linis- 
try to have a fair trial, and ho would bo 
equally sorry to have tho Ministry defeat- 
ed; but he would be very sorry to see 
the bill passed. Ho denounced tho sec- 
tional question raised bj-tho Ministry and 
said that tlioro was no such feeling on the 
Island as was attributed to tho Mainland. 
The precedents cited by the hon. Premier 
were no precedents, bocaiL-ie both I'rinco 
Edward Island and Newfoundland have 
two houses, in each of which some mem- 
bers of the Ministry sit. It is said that 
in a multitude of counsellors there is wis- 
dom; and if we hare the sixth Minister, 
wo will next have tho seventh, and so on 
till the Eiocutivo will comprise a majority 
of tho members of the House. Ho would 
have no objection to a sixtli Minister pro- 
vided he would sit in the House and 8])eak 
but withhold his vote. If this proposi- 
tion woro adoi)ted, wo should have six 
favored distrii-tj. He heldtlie bill should 
not be passed and that we should have no 
unpaid Ministers at all (hear.) (iivo us 
four Minister* in all — two from the Main- 
land and two from tho Island. That 
would settle tho sectional difficulty at any 
rate, (hear.) Ho held that it was an in- 
fraction of tho ppirit of Pesjioiisiblo Gov- 
ernment that any hon. gentleimui should 
hold a seat in the Jvieentivo Coiiiu'il with- 
out seeking tlio ajiiirobatimi of his con- 
stituents. He would vote against tliis 
bill as being destructive of Kosponsible 
Government, and he believed that the 
country and his constituents wou'd bear 
him out in his course, 

Mr. Bariiston wanted io see the bill car- 
ried so that tho Maiiihi'.id i;ii;;lit iieasfullv 
represented in the Exocutivo Council as 
the Island is. Ho already saw ev idences 
of tho centralization of tho governing; 
powor at Viotoria, and ho wantoti to see 
every interest and resource represented in 
tho Cabinet. Justice to the Mainland re- 
([uirod this bill, and ho thought there 
sliould be a Mroiuj Government until par- 
tie.? were well delinod. 

Mr. Smith (!OMld not see why sectional 
fooling should be brought into fliis Houso. 
He had been in Viotoria a long time; ho 
had lived on tho Mainland, but ho hud 
heard nothing of section, d feeling in eith- 
er places until tlie Ministry broUL^bt it up, 
[Hoar,] lie was in favtjrof li\e ,'\Iiiiisters 
but would not vote f(;r six. 'J'liey \sere 
too many. But lie did not wish to vole 
the Ministry out until soino future time, 
and would, therefore, withdraw while tho 
question was boing taken. 

^Ir. Booth said that he had ]ironiised 
Mainland members to vote for this Bill 
and he intended to do so. He could not 
ice that a House would be influenced any 
more with six Ministers than with five. 
It was a mistake to supjiose that oflico 
strongthenod a man. When tho Promior 
took oiUca thero was not a dissenting 
voico; now we found that there is a very 
strong Opposition. Oilier, therefiu'c, had 
weakonetl him. Ho (Mr. Booth) holiov- 
od that a sixth Minister would allay boo- 
tional feeling. 

Mr Mara moved tlmt tho Bill be read 
this day six months. 
Mr. Hunter seconded , 
Mr. Bobson rose to speak to the amend 
ment. Ho felt that tho Bill wos calculat- 
ed to c!ostroy the Constitution, to remove 
tho very keystone of Responsible Oovern- 
mont. Ha desired lion, members to bear 



fill id the saino with resiiect to tho Wo- 
man's Propi;rty l!ill:aiid ono of these fine 
mornings ho would wako up and find that 
Jli^ili3^}'t .undorstond public opinion ns 
well ns lio'thouglit ho did. Ho attacked 
tho lion, Preniior for always accus- 
ing members of oiiposiug Cov- 
ernmont lueasuroj boi^auso they are 
not in tho Jliiiislry. It was unworthy, 
contemplililo and undigiiilied, and ill 
became a Minister. Whether in tho Gov- 
eruiiient or out of it, he (Mr. Bobson) 
would oppose any measaro calculated to 
sap llospoiisiblo Government. He asked 
the hon. gontlomen why, in citing jiroco- 
dents, ho had not taken them to Ontario? 
British Columbia and Ontario are the 
only Provinces that have but one House. 
All the other Provinces havo two Houses. 
Tho two branches of the Nova Scotia Par- 
liament have sixty meicbers, to which bIio 
has only nine Miuistors, both Houses be- 
ing represented in the Cabinet. New 
Brunswick has 8 JHnistors in a Parlia- 
ment of (JO. Quebec, 7 IMinisters to a 
Parliament of SS, with a poimlalion of 
1,. 500,000 and a revenue that goes into tho 
millions. Whenever a Govornment bo- 
comes numerically so strong that it can 
carry bad measures, tho very spirit of 
Responsible Government is destroy oil, 
becaiiso we have a strong Govornment at 
the expensf! of a weak House. Ontario 
has ys iui>mbcr.i and a Ministry of 0, The 
revenue, of tho I'rovincu, apart from tho 
Municipal roveimes, was between S7,0()O,- 
000 and ^?8,000,000. The amount raised 
last year for schools from direct 
self-imposed taxes was 82,000,000. Hero 
we had 10,000 people and nl'rovincial re- 
venue of ninety odd thousand <lollars, aiul 
we are asked to accept six Minister:-! Tho 
late I'romier li.is told the House that font; 
Ministers areiini)ile for liritish Coliiiubi.a, 
tf tho Mainland was seeliomil in its ideas, 
why were three of the Miuistors chosen 
fioni residents of Victoria? Why did 
they till the fifth scat ? Was it not 
strange that tlie ( iovernment did not sea 
t hat t wo Mini.-ters for the Mainland and 
two for the Island would have been an 
equal thin.e ? Tho tirst pre-requisito in 
fiu'uiing ft('abiiiet was brains, and in coi:- 
niietioii with that a thorough undei-stand- 
of the wuntsof the country; the resp(]ii- 
sibility of creating and kee-iniig up the 
ohl sectional feclin,!:;s that were buried 
r.'sted with of (Iovernment. The ar- 
gument that more advice was wanted by 
the Cabihet was not a good one. Why 
not allow all tho members of this House 
to sit in the Cabinet and give advice ? 
Why not come forward with a aohemo to 
have 13 Ministers ? Ho pictured the 
hon. Premier going through tho House 
and' buttonholinc; lion, members in a 
most improper manner and plying thom 
with honied words ami something else 
which ho would not name. 

Mr. Barnston asked what was meant by 
that remark. 

Mr. Bobson said that he had himself 
seen tho hon. member going through tho 
House and ai^ting in a way that was in- 
decent and demoralizing. 

Hon. Mr. DeCosmos defied tho hon. 
member for Nanaimo to prove that. 

Mr. Humphreys said that he had both 
seen and heard the hon. Premier attempt 
to demoralize hon. members and induce 
them to Toto against their convictions. 

Hon. Mr. IJoCoainos vehemently de- 
nied tho charge. 

^\\\ Uobson was glad the hon. Premier 
had awakened to a sense of his position 
and conduct— he had almost dispaired of 
liim. [laughter.] Members of Upper 
Houses in other Provinces had no voico 
or vote in tho Lower Hou-ie. Thero was 
no comparison between them and this 
Houso. He warned tho jMiblic and this 
Houso that six seats me.tnt seven seat.s and 
seven portfolios. Cic't your little finger 
in anil you'll soon get your whole hand 
in. The Premier had already stated that 
ho intended to have seven seats in the 
Cabinet. Mark iiis (Mr. Robsou's) words: 
Before a year was over he would manu- 
fnctur(> another portfolio for liinisolf. 
(sensation.) Public o;iinion wanted 
unougli -Ministers to discharge their busi- 
ness, and no more. In the face of tho 
paucity of the population, the poorness 
of tho Country, — that we have settlers 
swimming horses across streams brcause 
thoy cannot get bridges, he asked if it was 
honorable or right that largo salaries 
should be paid to tho Executive anil that 
another portfolio, at an expense of .SOJ352, 
should bo created? Tho Government had 
made a fatal mistake in taking these stcjis, 
and sooner or later they would find it out. 
Ho cared not if his was tho only hand 
raised against the Ijill; but he intended 
to havo it i)ut on reconl that ho had voted 
a,L;iiinst a measure fraught with so much 
injury to British Columbia. 

i\Ir. Ilolbrook bshoved that four Minis- 
tors would be sufficient to carry on the 
business of this connti y and all should 
ha piaid. Looking at this House — 25 with 
the S[)oaker in the Chiir - - ho would say 
that tliu )ieoph) would losfl their grasp on 
the Government and the Houso if this 
sixth minister were paid. The feeling in 
Ontario was so strong against uniiaid 
.Ministers that Mr. Blake had to resign his 
seat. He held that tho intluenco of the 
sixtli ^linisler would bo marred. He ilo- 
nied that there wa.i any sectional feeling 
oil the Mainland, and even if thero wiM'f>, 
two ministers for each section would allay 
it. 

Hon. Mr. DeCosmos denied that tho 
Government intended to make six port- 
folios, or any additional ones to those al- 
ready niado."]lo would be deli-lited if the 
eircuiiistiinces of tho country were such as 
Lo allow of soviMi jiortfolios, but ho feareil 
the time was far distant. The bus'uoss of 
the I'roviuce was coiidii.ded purely on 
party ))riiiciplos. All tho Ministers of 
Pnnce Ed ward Island were unpaid except 
two, and in other Provinces only 4 or 6 
were paid. So far as the i)Oi)ularity of 
his cdurse w'ns concerned he would resign 
at onco with the member for Nanaimo, 
Viotoria or Lillooot to test the question. 

Mr. Humphreys— I accept tho challenge 
to resign. fChoors.J 

Hon Mr. DeCosmos (hesitatingly)- -I'll 
i\Q HO n/li'f the si',!txioiiix over. [Oh, lio!| 

IVfr, Buiister said ho was roady to resign 
in A'ictoi-ia District and lest the (luesticui. 
Ho might Bolcct any one he chose to run 
with him and ho (Mr. Btinster) would 
select ono to run with him. Tho Promior 
was opposed to him (Mr,Bun8tcr) becauno 
ho would i)Ot bo his slavo and destroy 
K(.'i<])nnsib'e GoTornmout, [Hear,] Tho 
[jeople were overywh»re aroused and to- 
night tlioy wouhl expi'esj thnir iipinion on 
this oulra,t;c(Mn nu'.isiire. 'j'liis was worstt 
than the old ollii'ials used to do. Thoy 
woro more manly. The hon gentleman 
had challenged him and he noeejited tho 
cliallonpe, 

Hou. Jfr. DeCosmos hero said that lio 
merely wished to test whetlior the people 
had oonlidcnco in him or not. 

Mr. Btinstur continued to donounco the 
measuro as unoonstitutional and A blow 
at Besponsible InsUtU^OQS. 



Mr. HMmi)hrBya said ho stood very 
much in the position towards tho Premier 
in which Lord Palmeraton once said ho 
stood towards aiiiion,n\emb.er; He found 
it very ditlicult to answer nonsense with 
sense. ( Jjouil laiiglitor. ] Thero was no 
argument or sense in the Promior 's stato- 
niests, and none of the siniportors of the 
Ministry hud Hucceeded m proving that 
there is any necessity foraaixth Minister. 
Ho denied that thero was any jealou.sy 
betweob the Mainland and the Island, 

Tho Houso hero adjourned till 7.1^ 
o'clock, p.m. 

EVENING SESSION. 

Mr. Humphiey.s resumed tho debate. 
Ho alluded to similar attempts made in 
the reign of the Stuarts and tho .Jameses 
to crush the powor of the peo[do; but thoy 
mot with tho fate which ho hoped the 
peosent attempt would moet with. He 
proceeded at some length to point out the 
dangers of the inoasuro. 

The amondmont for a six months* hoist 
boing put, was declared lost on the fol-

)ieiiiling clause, proviiling that the Act 
shall not couie i lite uporation until Riil>- 
tnitted to a vote of tho oiuistit nencies un- 
der the sanii! jirovisioiis as the Slembers' 
Indemnity Act. 

Hon. !Mr. DoCosnio.s replied that the 
(rovernment would not consent to any- 
thing of the kind. 

The Bill was reported complete, road a 
third time and passi^d.

Deuouuoed. 

A crowded and influential public meet- 
ing was held last ovoiiingattho Alhambra, 
i'.ccordir~ tij notii-e kIm u, at H o'clock. 
The li iU scarcely a:r)r,lc 1 slau liug ro;jm. 
The !Mayor jirosided and Mr. Leigh, iL.'hnk 
of (Jity t'ouiieil, was elected Seerct:iry. 
His Worship opened proceiulings by ex- 
])laiiiing the object of the niceling. He 
said that a numerously ami inlhieiitiall v 
signed requisition had been presented to 
him asking him to call this meeting. 

Mr.'W, A. Robertson said ho was a rate 
payor, ond tlsiit he would use his right to 
speak hy condemning tho action of Mr. 
DeCosmos and his Ministry. When a 
chango was [)rop,)sed in tho Constitution 
that was likely to damage the Province, 
upset tho working of Rosponsiblo Insti- 
tutions and saddle thum with an extra 
and useless expense, ho, for one, would 
no t remain silent. Ho ofTored tho follow- 
ing resolution: 

Rcfilci'il , That this meeting rcganls

ti; oppose Iho measure. |(,'h(!ers.] | 

Mr, J), W, lii.ggius said that he 
to be his duty to second the' rosoluiion 
that had been i)laeed bc;fiu-e them. 'This 
was the first time ho hail faced a ]niblic 
meeting in tho capacity of a speaker, and 
ho hopod they wnuld ovcrlo.jk any shiu't- 
comings. Tlie alteration in the Constitu- 
tion now proposed and upon which at this 
very moMieut the Assembly was now de- 
liberating, in his opinion would jirove 
di'triinental to tho power of tho ])eoplo. 
The Year Book of tho Dominion— tho po- 
litical biblo of Canada--showed that On- 
tario with a i)opiilal ioii of 1,750,000. and a 
revenue of !)«, 0(10. 00(1, hail only (i Minis- 
ters. Previous to last year live had been 
suflieient. Quebec, with a poj)uhitioii of 
1,400,000 and a revenue of 8(5,000,000, had 
but seven Ministers. Those seven Minis- 
ters, besides, were ox^posed to on Assem- 
bly of GO members. Nova Scotia liad 9 
Ministers in two Houses of (JO memborH. 
Ni' w Jirunswiek bad .S M iiiislers and two 
Houses of GO members. In this t'rovince. 
with a jiopulation of from 10 to 12 thou- 
sand, with a revenue proper of S'.)7, (),),) 
and a House of 25, tho Cabinet were 
not satisfiod with four, but it was propos- 
ed to have a fonrtli portfolio and a sixth 
Minister. It was proposed to give3 toeach 
section of the country; but, as the mover 
of tho resolution said, liu could not sea 
why two for each section c'ould not do 
tho work. And the seventli--wliat would 
they do with him '! Which section 
would he represent? To make things 
equitable he should bo cut iu 
two like the baby in judgment 
before Solomcdi, or like a Colossus 
of Rhodes ho should best ride the gulf with 
ono foot in Burranl Inlet and another in 
C.idboro Bay. Mr. Mel'reight, for whom 
he entertained the highest respect altho' 
li p did not agree with him in many things, 
had had a twelve months' experience 
of ihi administration of this Provin •e,and 
had expressed it as his opinion that four 
Ministers are suliicient.
